From the Paris Gazette, dated Novemb. 5. 
Madrid, O&. 18. 
H E 25ch of laft Month Advice came 
‘from Alicant, thac the 21 the 
vernodr of his own private Authority 
 caus’d-a young Gentleman nam’d Or- 
mio tavio. Buxoni, rélated to the beft Fa- 
milies in the City, to be led through the Streets ‘on 
an-Afs and whipp’d 200 Strokes. His Relations were 
fo provok’d at the Indignity, that they took Arms 
with the greateft Part of the Inbabitants, crying out 
long live Philip V. The Governor ‘retir’d into the 
Caftle, and ’tis not known yet in what Manner he 
quell’d thisInfurrection ; but the 22d 5 Troopers well 
mounted deferred from Alicant to-Mannovar. The 
27th 9 other Troopers that Patroll’d round the City 
deferted likewife. We hear fince thac M, Mahori 
is march’d to block up the City of Alicant, having 
lefe fome Troops in the Places near Denia. 
1000 Inhabitants of Alicane and Parts adjacent, who 
had abandon’d their Effects and retir’d to Murcia, 
that they might not be wanting in their Fidelity to 
their lawful King; were preparing to March with 
Aims ‘to Mahoni affoon as he thould arrive 
befure Alicant. Moft of the Forreign Froops that 
were in Alicant and Denia, have been fent by Sea 
to Barcelona, and their Rooms are fupply’d wish 
Mique ets and Majorcans, The Governors of Denila 
and Denia which are ftill poff{s’d by the Enemy, ad- 
vanc'd the of this Month, to Molinete,with 1000 
Men of regular Troops,ab ut 2000 Miquelets and 90 
Horfe, with Defign co make themfelves Mafters of 
P gc. They firtt of aii fent 300 Englifh and, 800 
M:quelets to feize the Suburbs; which however 
were vigoroufly defended by Collonel Eguefabal ; 
but after a Jong Refiftance that coft the Enemy pret- 
ty many Men, he retir’dinto the Town. M. Odrif- 
col Lieutenant-Collonel of the Regiment-of Mahoni 
having on this Advice drawn out of Oliva 250 Foor 
of the Regiment of Charny,and 100 Dragoons with 100 
Militia out of Gandia and Xabea ; advanc’d boldly 
to attack Ondara, where the main Body. of the E- 
-nemy was pofted. They retir'd in Difotder, and 
were purfu'd to the Gates of Denia. After which M. 
Ourifeol. march’d with Diligence towards Pego, and 
without giving the Enemy that had poffefs’d themfelves 
of the Suburbs Time to confider their own Stength and 
his,he charg’d them$word in Hand; in fuch a Manner 
tharar the firftShock above 300 of them were kill’d on 
the Spot. The others betook themfelves to the 
Houfes, where they defended themfelves for fome 
Time; fo that it was found neceffary to fet thofe 
H wifes on Fire. The Dragoons cut in pieces all 
thofe who endeavouring to efcape the Flames fell in- 
to rheir Hands: moft of the reft, efpecially the Mi- 
quelets were burnt ; fo that hardly any efcap’d. In 
this Vigorous Action, no more than 14 Men of the 
the Kings Troops were kill’d, among them 6 Dra- 
gons, and 8 wounded, and 10 Horfes kill'd. 
Fiom the Camp before Lerida, O&. 15.. The Night 
between the 8h and oth of this Month, the Trenches 
were mounted by M. de St. Gilles Lieutenant Gene- 
tal, the Duke de Sarno Major General, and the 
Chevalier de Sourches Brigadier ; with the 2 Bat- 
tal'ions of Sourches and the 2 of Durfctr. The 9:h 
‘in the Morning, 19 Cannon, of which 11 carried 
24 Pound Ball and 8 16, began to fire, and Men 
were put to Sapping to approach the Place where 
’rwas defien’d to make the Breach. The following 
Night the Trenches were reliev’d by the Duke d’ 
Havre Lieutenant General, the Marquis de la Vair 
Major General, and M. d’Herfelle Brigadier, with 
the 4 fir Batrallions of the Spanith and Walloon 
Guerls. The Sapping was continued thar Nighr, 
with Succefs and very little Lofs. The Night be- 
‘nween the roth and sith the Trenches were moun- 
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ted by the Marquis de Cilly Lieutenant General, 
de Rorgaiio Major General, and M. de Briz- 
naife Brigadier, with the 2 Battatiions of the Spanuh 
and Walioon Guards and the 2 of Bourk and Usllon. 
The Sap was carried on to within 10 Fathom of the 
Preach in a Counterguard thac coyer'd the Wall, and 
great Diligence’ was us’d to continus che Sap for- 
wards to the Angle of chat Counterguard. The Bar- 
teries were fo well fery’d, thar a Breach was mace 
in the firft Inclofure (or Watt,) through which the 
was difcover'd. “he Night between the 
‘and 12:h thé Trenches were ‘refiev’d by M. de Le- 
‘gal Lieutenant General, M. de Bligny Major Gene- 
ral, and M. ‘de Carolles Brigadier, with che 3 Bac- 
tallicns of Normandy and the*2 of Haynaulr, who 
continued the Works'of the preceeding Night. J he 
“Nigh: between the 12th and 13th the Trenches were 
‘mounted d’Avaray Lieutenant General, ihe 
Marquis de Kercado Major General, and M. de 
“Lambert Brigadier} with the 2’Battaliions of Auver- 
*gne and thofe of Buetfe and Angoumois. The Breach 
“being jadg’d practicable, the 2 Coinpanies of Grena- 
diers of the Reyimént of Orleans ‘were added t0 
‘the 4 Companies of the foremention’d Battallions, 
‘to attack rhe Breach’on rhe Right ‘and thac ef the 
*Counterguard, with 400 Workmento make Ledge- 
ments. The Grensdiers were’ to be fupported on 
‘the Rghr by the 2 Bétcallions of Auvergne, and on 
the Left by the 2 of Breife and Angéumois. The 
Brigade of -Orleans was pofted in the Entrance of 
“the Trenches, to advance where icfhould be judg’d 
“neceffary. In the*Beginming of ‘the Night the Gre- 
nadiers madé@ the*'Atcack ; and affoon as they -ap- 
‘peasd the Befieged’ made ani extraordinary Fire, 
whieh cominned Wirth ile Vehértiertce for above 
‘Hours, but did nothinder the taking Lodgemeots 
‘onthe Breach atid on the whole Length of the 
Counterguard, ‘quite to” the athwatc 
which was feen the-2d> Wall. “The Enemy had 2 
bandon’d a Covert-Way which’ they had on tie 
'Lefe‘along the River from the Bridge’; fo that {ee- 
“ing ‘themfelves in Danger of being forc'd, they ‘en- 
“deavour'd to'dtive the Grenadiers from the Brédch. 
*To that End they came on with 1500 Men; but 
were receiv’d with fo great Vigour, that they were 
compell’d togretire: with confiderable Lois. The 
Town might 4. been entred: that Moment, bur 
the Duke of Orleans caus’d it to bedeferr’d till the 
-mext Day, to avoid the Diforders that might happen 
during the Night. This Affaule coft: but 50 Men 
Kill’'d or wounded,*‘and during the Siege no more 
‘than 200 Men were kill’d or wounded, among them 
-M. Bourk Brigadier who was wounded in the Arm, 
“y2-or 13 Subalrern Officers, and 2 Commiffaries of 
“Artillery. The reft of the Night was employ’d by 
Prince Henry of Darmftad who commands in the 
Plage} in retiring into the Caftle, with all the 
Troops Miquelets and Inhabitants that he could 
‘take with him. The *13th in the Morning, at the 
Time when the Troops were going to enter the 
Town, he fent a Drum to the Duke of Orleans to 
defiré him that thofe he had left might be well us’d: 
His Royal Highnefs return'd Anfwer, that as they 
‘had help’d to defend the Town be might have taken 
them with bim intu the Caftle ; bur feeing they had 
not offer’d to Capitulate before he was Mafter of 
the Breach, they might be treated as a Town taken 
by Affaulr. The reft of that Day was fpenc in ta- 
king Poff-ffion of the Pofts and Avenues of the 
Caftle towards the Town and without. The 14th 
the Town was given upto be Plunder’d execpt the 
Churches, into which the Men Women and Chil- 
-dren had retir’d, and the Convent of Nuns where 
the Duke of Orlezns caus’d 2 Guard of §0 Grena- 
‘diers to be plac’d. In the Town was found muck 
Goods, and Provifions, many Mules and Cattle of 
-all forts, and a great deal of ovher Booty; the In- 
habitatts of the ‘neighbouring Places having taken 
Refuge there with their beft Effe@ts. To Days View
